Alfred Binet was a French 
psychologist, originally a follower of 
Broca and an avid craniometrist.

The science of craniometry has now 
been largely debunked. Broca's conclu- 
sions drawn from his data could not 
withstand the close scrutiny to which 
they were subject in the early 20th cen- 
tury.

In 1904, Binet, commissionned by the 
French government to find a way of 
evaluating school children who were in 
need of additional help because of lear- 
ning disabilities, created a battery of. 
tests which were designed to indicate 
how the child ranked relative to other 
children of the same age. 

The score obtained was used to assign 
the child a "mental age" which was 
divided by the actual age and expressed 
as a percentage. The IQ, or intelligence 
quotient, was born. 

What is of significance here is the 
reason for which the tests were created 
and the stipulations that Binet insisted 
be attached to the tests. Those stipula- 
tions included: 1)the scores are for prac- 
tical purposes and not to support any 
theory of "intellect", 2)the scores are 
for identifying mildly retarded and lear- 
ning disabled children, and 3)the scores 
are not to be regarded as a permanent 
feature of the child's, makeup, but 
rather are to identify areasthat need im- 
provement. 

So far, so good, but the problems with 
IQ tests began with their use as a 
measure of intelligence. H. Coddard 
was the research director at a home for 
mentally retarded children in New 
Jersey at the time of thé first IQ tests, 
and he greeted them with enthusiasm. 
His purpose, however, was to identify 
those individuals who were "feeble- 
minded", segregate them from the rest 
of society and, above all, forbid them to 
procreate. 

Goddard pushed this idea strongly telligence, by whatever 
most of his life and, even though toward justified. - 



Those results were seized upon by the 
hereditarians, who. held the view that 
intelligence In an entirely inherttible 
trait and therefore someone scoring 
poorly on an IQ test does so because of 
their Innate genetic makeup. 

The tragedy in all this was the fact that 
the tests were not carried out in a 
rigourously controlled, methodical 
fashion as a "scientific" . experiment 
should, yet the results were Interpreted 
as though they were. 

Many of the recru its were expected to 
write the exam under hurried and 
stressful conditions, often with inade- 
lighting. Moreover, many who 
have taken the "Beta", or non- 
exam, did riot because of inadé- 
quate staffing. As a result they scored 
very low on the test designed for 
literates. 

Testing conditions and procedures 
varied from camp to camp, and the ex- 
am itself was far from being a fair test of 
innate intelligence. Many of the ques- 
tions on both of the exams showed a 
clear cultural biasjn favour of middle- 
class, native Americans. 

Despite this, the conclusions drawn, 
from the data were widely accepted at 
the time, perhaps because they fit so 
well with what so many people already 
believed to be the "natural order" of 
the races. 

One change brought about in ( the 
U.S. as a result of the army intelligence 
tests was increased restrictions on im- 
migrant admissions. In addition, the 
well-publicized test results clearly gave 
"scientific" support to racial prejudices 
and could be used, in many people's 
minds, as a justification for their, own 
bigotry. 

The army intelligence tests have 
recently come under considerable 
scrutiny, and, as with the old ideas 
drawn from craniometry, they do not 
support the préjudices they were 
originally found to. However, that does 
nothing to help those who were denied 
immigration rights, or those deprived of 
social programs because their innate in- 
telligence was deemed unalterably low 
and therefore not worth spending 
money on. 

Instead of measuring people's in- 
telligence and then simply condemning 
them for life under a particular label, we. 
should strive, as Binet originally did, to 
identify areas of deficiency, and then 
make every effort to amend them. Only 
then can 'the measurement of in-
